HILL BARRIER. 


Strong Open-cut Petition is 
Filed with Council. 


Majority Frontage, Owners, 
Lots Represented. 


First Official Move Likel 
to Come Today ; 


A strong petition formally request- 
tng the City Council to order the cut- 
ting of a slice 1000 feet wide through 
Bunker Hill was filed yesterday after- 
noon. The petition represents a ma- 
jority of the owners of the lots and of 
the frontage in the zone of the pro- 
posed regrade. The Council will act 
on the petition this morning, probably 
by referring it to either the tunnel or 
public works committee or both. The 
strong backing of the project and the 
attitude of Councilmen, advocates of 
the open cut say, indicate that the 
matter will be pushed through speed- 
lly and that work will be begun soon. 

The circulation of the petitions be- 
gan about seven weeks ago under the 
direction of the Olive Hill Improve- 


Proposition was presented to business 
men six months ago as an alternative 
to the tunnels and as an effective, fea- 
sible and economical method of re- 
eving traffic congestion and stabiliz- 
ing the business district. 


The petition filed is in 
twenty-nine sections. It represents 
100 property owners, 145 lots *and 


—.—— feet of frontage. There are 245 


1113 feet in favor, but not 
yet signed; 2853 feet, neutral; 3118 
feet, not reported because of absence 
of owners, and 1862 feet, against. 

The report assures the Council that 
a supplementary petition representing 
1113 feet of frontage will be secured 
and filed in a few days. It also says 
that of the 1862 feet opposed to the 
project, owners of 730 feet will not 
actively oppose the cut under certain 
conditions. 

With the petition were filed engi- 
neer’s drawings and estimates of cost 
and a map of the assessment 

istrict. The cut as proposed would 
extend from 140 feet north of First 
street to 140 feet south of Second 
street, with a maximum grade of 3 
per cent. The total cost is estimated 
at $2,300,000, including damages to 
improvements. The estimate also 
covers the cost of a new forty-foot 
boulevard north of the cut and a sim- 
flar boulevard south of the cut. It is 
proposed in this way and by means 
of stairways and elevators to give the 


better and more convenient 
access to the downtown district than 
they have now. 

The street running parallel to 
ond street, as proposed, will begin at 
a point 140 feet south of Second 
street with a width of forty feet from 
Hill street to Figueroa street. The 
new northern boulevard will parallel 
First street from Hill street to Figue- 
roa street. 

The engineer's plans provide for a 
2 per cent. grade from Hill street to 
Grand avenue and a 2 per cent. down 
grade to make a traffic grade for 
Broadway. It is suggested that the 
grade at First and Broadway be raised 
three feet to make a traffic grade not 


In presenting a tentative assessment 
district the petitioners urge the Coun- 
cil not to assess property owners on 
the hill north or south of the cut for 
benefits. 


The report is signed by Frank A. 
Cattern, president of the association, 
and states that the open-cut commit- 
tee has been augmented by the fol- 
lowing members: Charles Mettler, 
William 8. Riley, H. A. C. MePhail 
and W. H. Pinkham. This commit- 
tee will continue to serve and will be 
subject to the call of the Council in 
connection with the open-cut project:
